RAILWAY DISPUTES 


President, Officials and 
Unions Draft Labor 
Bill for Congress. 


CONFERENCES HELD 
AT THE WHITE HOUSE 


Present Board to Give Place 
to Strike Preventive 
Machinery. 


By JOHN EDWIN NEVIN. 
Legislation, which both parties 
declare will “result in the amicable 
adjustment of all future labor dis- 
putes on American railways and 
prevent the interruption of trans- 
portation”? will be pressed to im- 
mediate enactment by President 
Coolidge. Following a series of 
cohferences between railway of- 
ficials and representatives of vari- 
ous brotherhoods, the President last 
night had Senator James E. Wat- 
son, of Indiana, chairman of the 


|Senate Committee on _ Interstate 


Commerce, as a White House din- 
ner guest. They discussed the pro- 
posed plan, which legislates out of 
office the United States Railway 
Labor board and it was agreed that 
every effort would be made to get 
the proposed law through Congress 
at an early date. 

The bill will be introduced in the 
Senate by Senator Watson and in 
the House by Representative 
Parker, of New York, chairman of 
the House Interstate Commerce 
committee. Because it has the 
backing of all of the _ railway 
brotherhoods and twenty of the 
largest transportation systems in 
the country it is expected little op- 
position will be encountered. 


Statement by Thom. 


Alfred P. Thom, general counsel 
of the association of railway ex- 
ecutives, explained the bill in the 
following statement: 

“The President of the United 
States has, in more than one mes- 
sage to Congress, invited the rail 
carriers and their employes to con- 
fer in the effort to agree upon a 
method of adjusting labor disputes 
whigh will not only, be mutually 
satisfactory and protective of their 
just rights, but which will also 
properly safeguard the interests of 
the public. 

“Pursuant to this suggestion, 
representatives of the railroads and 
representatives of the employes of 
the carriers have from time to time 
for a number of months been in 
conference. An agreement has now 
been reached’and a bill to carry it 
into effect will be presented to Con- 
gress in the immediate future. The 
provisions of the bill may be sum- 
marized as follows: 

“First. That it shall be the duty 
of the parties to exert every reason- 
able effort to make and maintain 
agreements. 

Conference First Step. 


“Second. Any and all disputes 
shall be first considered in confer- 
ence between the parties directly 
interested. 

“Third. Adjustment boards shall 
be estabHshed by agreement, which 
shal! be either between an indi- 
vidual carrier and its employees, or 
regional, or national. These adjust- 
ment boards will have jurisdiction 
over any disputes relating to griev- 
ances or to the interpretation or ap- 
plication of existing agreements, 
but will have no jurisdiction over 
changes in rates of pay, rules or 
working conditions. 

“It is, however, provided that 
nothing in the act shall be con- 
strued to prohibit an individual car- 
rier and its employes from agree- 
ing upon settlement of disputes 
through such machinery of contract 
and adjustment as they may mutu- 
ally establish.

AGENT FOR APARTMENTS 
HELD IN DEATH FROM GAs 


Ernest Braswell Improperly 
Supervised Building, Coro- 
ner’s Jury Charges. 


TENANTS ARE WITNESSES 


Ernest Braswell, real estate azent 
for the building at 1409 Eleventh 
street northwest, yesterday was 
bound over to the grand jury in 
$500 bail by the coroner’s jury 
investigating the death Monday of 
Mrs. Josephine Johnson, whose 
death from asphyxiation was caused 
by defective gas appliances and 
“improper supervision of the 
agent.”’ 

Detective Sergeant Edward J. 
Kelley, investigating Mrs. Johnson’s 
death at the instance of Coroner 
J. Ramsey Nevitt, found that other 
residents had complained of es- 
caping gas to the agent for the 
building, but that no satisfactory 
repairs had been made. 

Mrs. Mary Hewdricks, one of the 
witnesses, told the coroner’s jury she 
had: been nearly suffocated from gas 
fumes about ten days ago and that 
she had been confined to her bed 
for a week. Complaint was regis- 
tered with the agent. Margaret S. 
Connors, another resident of the 
apartment, testified that she, too, 
had been troubled by escaping gas. 

Following this testimony the 
coroner's jury returned the follow- 
ing verdict: ‘‘We the jury find that 
Josephine Johnson came to her 
death January 4, 1926, at 1409 
Eleventh street northwest, from il- 
luminating gas poisoning and as- 
phyxia, due to defective gas appli- 
ances, due to improper supervision 
of the agent, one Ernest Braswell, 
who had charge of the premises, 
and we hold said Braswell for the 
action of the grand jury.” 

Braswell admitted that he had 
received several complaints about 
escaping gas at the apartment, but 
did not satisfactorily explain to the 
jury what corrective measures had 
been taken by him. He was ar-

FORD 10 BUILD LARGEST 
METAL-GLAD DIRIGIBLE 


Will Be Two and One-Half 
- Times Size of Shenandoah, 
Engineers Are Told. 


CONVERTIBLE FOR WAR 


New York, Jan. 7 (By A. P.).— 
Completion of the design for the 
largest metal-clad airship in the 
world, two and one-half times the 
size of the Shenandoah, to be built 
by the Aircraft Development Corpo- 
ration at the Ford airport, Dear- 
born, Mjeh., was announced tonight 
by Carl F. Fritsche, general man- 
ager of the corporation. 

Speaking at a meeting of the 
American Society of Mechanical 
Engineers, Mr. Fritsche said that 
the ship will be luxuriously equip- 
ped for commercial use, but in the 
event of war can be equipped for 
military purposes in 48 hours. An- 
other smaller ship, one-tenth the 
size of the Shenandoah, will also 
be built, he said. 

The larger airship will have a 
gas capacity of 5,000,000 cubic 
feet and the smaller a capacity of 
200,000 cubic feet. Both ships will 
be fireproof, lightning proof and 
weatherproof, Mr. Fritsche said, 
none of which requirements are 
fulfilled by fabric lighter-than-air 
craft. The smaller will be used for 
demonstration and experimental 
purposes. 

Discussing the future of lighter- 
than-air craft, Mr. Fritsche said: 

“The transcontinental .metal-clad 
commercial airship of the .future 
will show an operating cost of fuel 
and power plane charges per pas- 
senger mile not greatly in excess of 
the present cost per passenger mile 
of touring in a first-class limousine 
automobile. 

He expressed doubts that air- 
ships ever will be used etxensively 
for trans-Atlantic travel, since too 
much of the available space would 
have to be used for fuel.

Senator Simmons, of North Caro- 
lina, ranking Democrat on the com- 
mittee, announced after an all-day 
conference of the minority mem- 
bers, that they probably would be 
ready to present their program to- 
morrow. A stumbling block in the 
Democratic discussions seems to 
have been presented by the desire 
of some to increase the total reduc- 
tion from $330,000,000, as pro- 
vided by the bill as it passed the 
House, to $500,000,000, with a pos- 
sible extension of the period for re- 
tirement of the public debt. 

No decision was reached by the

Opponents Meet, Decide 
20 Senators Will 
Voice Protests. 


ACTION MAY DELAY 


Lenroot Says All Speeches 
for Plan Are Made; To 
Seek Vote Soon. 


“We have just begun to fight,” 
said Senator Borah (Republican), 
Idaho, chairman of the foreign re- 
lations committee of the Senate, at 
the close of a council of war yée@s- 
terday of the senators opposing the 


Jjentrance of the United States into 


the world court. 

Despite the test vote of Wednes- 
day on the Reed resolution to Iin- 
vestigate world court propaganda, 
which showed the foes of the court 
in a small minority, the opposition 
determined at this conference to 
fight to the last ditch. 

The meeting was attended by 
Senators Johnson (Republican), 
California; Shipstead (Farmer- 
Labor), Minnesota; Reed (Demo- 
| erat), Missouri; Fernald (Repub- 
lican), Maine; Brookhart (Repub- 
lican), Iowa; La Follette (Repub- 
lican), Wisconsin, and _ Blease 
(Democrat), South Carolina. The 
opposition represented comprises 
about 20 votes. 

It was the consensus of the sen- 
ators present that a comprehen- 
sive presentation of the case against 
the world court will arouse the 
country to the dangers of putting 
‘the United States into the court and 
turn what now appears a prospec- 
| tive victory for the court support- 
‘ers into defeat. It was pointed out 
that at this same relative stage the 
country appeared to be in favor of 
joining the league in 1919, but the 
enlightenment of the country by the 
irreconcilables compassed defeat of 
the covenant. 


To Press for Vote. 


Senator Lenroot (Republican), 
Wisconsin, leader of the pro-court 
forces, said yesterday there would 
be no more speeches on his side 
and that he would press for an im- 
mediate vote. Senator Borah de- 
clared that the proponents would 
find it necessary to make some 
more speeches or allow to go un- 
answered the indictment of the 
court which he and his fellow op- 
ponents will now begin to present. 
Each of the 20 opposition senators 
will deliver addresses against the 
court. 

Administration leaders, it was 
learned, contemplate holding up 
consideration of the tax reduction 
bill in order to force through the 
world court resolution this month 
if possible. Such tactics will en- 
danger tax relief by March 165, 
when the first installment of 1925 
taxes is due, for the tax bill will 
occasion protracted debate in the 
Senate and, if its consideration be 
postponed in order to get early ac- 
tion.on the world court resolution, 
there will be no chance of passing 
the revenue measure by March 15. 

The question that will be put up 
to the country under such circum. 
stances is whether it desires so ar- 
dently to join the world court at 
once that it is willing to foreg< a 
reduction in that first installme 
of income tax. 


unreservedly against the world 
court resolution. ‘‘When the vote 
is called for in the Senate I shall 
vote against the United States be- 
coming a member of the permanent 
court of international justice,” he 
said last night. ‘I shall consider

States and the Associate Justices of 
the United States Supreme Court 
were the guests in whose honor the 
President and Mrs. Coolidge enter- 
tained at the second of the state 
receptions of the season last night. 

Judicial and legal luminaries not 
only from Washington, but from 
other cities as well, were among 
the 1,400 guests who thronged the 
attractive state rooms of the execu- 
tive mansion. While lacking in the 
colorful picturesqueness of the 
diplomatic and army and navy re- 
‘ ceptions, last night’s event was 
memorable for the national celebri- 
ties who attended and from the fact 
that it is the one social function of 
the Washington season which pays 
exclusive tribute to the judiciary. 

Headed by Chief Justice William 
Howard Taft and Mrs. Taft, who 
were followed by the associate jus- 
tices and their wives, the line 
formed in the state dining room 
shortly before 9 o’clock. Members 
of the local judiciary came imme- 
diately behind the Supreme Court 
members, arranged according to 
their rank so far as possible. 


Marine Orchestra Plays. 


Promptly at nine o'clock a scar- 
let coated Marine corps bugler sta- 
tioned at the foot of the grand 
staircase sounded “Attention” and 
to the music of “Hail to the 
Chief,”” by the Marine Band or- 
chestra, led by Capt. William H. 
Santlemann, stationed in the foyer 
of the executive mansion, the Pre- 
sident and Mrs. Coolidge, escorted 
by members of the cabinet and the 
President’s military and naval aids 
came in stately procession into the 
blue room and began the reception 
of their guests.

Coolidge, as the smiling former 
President of the United States and 
the former first lady of the land 
came forward to present their greet- 
ings to the receiving party. It was 
an impressive sight as the justices 
passed in review before the chief 
executive and Mrs. Coolidge. The 
oldest justice present was Mr. Jus- 
tice Oliver Wendell Holmes, son of 
the poet and author, who is now 
in his eighty-fourth year. The 
latest accession to the Supreme 
Court, Associate Justice Harlan F. 
Stone, and Mrs. Stone were pres- 
ent at their first White House re- 
ception in their new capacity.

A writ of mandamus calling upon 
the personnel classification board 
to lay open its minutes and the 
civil service commission to give in- 
formation concerning employes of 
the bureau of efficiency, will be 
sought in local courts by, the Civil 
Service league, it was announced 
last night. 

This decision was made at a 
meeting of the league executive 
committee yesterday, when Dr. El- 
lery C. Stowell, its president and in- 
vestigator in the inquiry it is mak- 
ing into the personnel board and 
the bureau of efficiency, outlined 
several alleged rebuffs he had re- 
ceived from those agencies. 

Dr. Stowell told the committee 
that the bureau of efficiency had 
refused him: information when he 
started* to investigate patronage 
positions. there, and that the per- 
sonnel board had refused him ac- 
cess to its minutes, saying, ‘‘it 
would not serve any useful pur- 
pose.’”’ The civil service commis- 
sion, he said, refused to give him 
the list of employes in the effi- 
ciency bureau after he had been, 
refused at the bureau. 


Instruction for Deming. 


In reciting his case, Dr. Stowell 
showed correspondence he has had 
with the bureaus. In a letter to 
William C. Deming, president of 
the civil service commission, he said 
in part: 

“TI shall ask the courts by manda- 
mus to instruct you in a better un- 
derstanding of the duty of your) 
office.’”” Again he said: 

‘T would call to the attention of 
the commission that when, in Feb- 
ruary, 1919, the National Civil 
Service Reform league was refused 
certain information upon a formal 
demand from its investigating com- 
mittee, of which I had the honor to 
be chairman, the league published a 
statement in which President Wil- 
son was requested to remove Mr. 
MclIlhenny, president gf the com- 
mission. A few days subsequently 
Mr. MclIlhenny resigned from the 
commission. Although the league’s 
criticism of the action of the com- 
mission and the request for the re- 
moval of Mr. McIlhenny were based 
on several grounds, I submit that 
the resignation of the president of 
the commission was in part a 
vindication of the impropriety of 
the commission’s refusal to impart 
the information requested.”

Proof of Coup Reported. 


Budapest, Hungary, Jan. 7 (By 
A. P.).—-Proof that a coup d'etat 
in favor of Archduke Albrecht had 
been planned, declared to have 
been discovered by those investi- 
gating an alleged plot to restore 
the monarchy.

Increased Consumption for 
Long Period in Future 
Likely, He Says. 


New York, Jan. 7 (By A. P.).— 
A large increase in steel] consump- 
tion by all lines of industry over the 
next ten years is expected by 
Charles M. Schwab, chairman of the 
Bethlehem Steel Corporation. 

In the current issue of Iron Age 
he predicts continued expansion of 
the iron and steel industry and lays 
particular emphasis upon the pos- 
sibilities of the eastern section of 
the United States as a producer and 
consumer of steel products. 

Pig iron can now be made more 
cheaply at the Sparrows Point plant 
of the Bethlehem Steel Corporation 
than at any point in the middle 
West because of the advantage of 
the Eastern seaboard in obtaining 
ore, Mr. Schwab asserts. While 
royalties and labor costs of lake 
ore have been rising, the metallic 
content has decreased from 60 to 
50 per cent. During the same time, 
he points out, it has become possi- 
ble to haul Chilean ore of 67 per 
cent iron content 4,400 miles to 
the Eastern seaboard at a cost of 

*6 for the ore required to make a 
ton of iron.

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U. S. PROTESTS RAISE 
IN DUTIES BY TURKEY 


Tax 8 Times as Great as for 
Other Nations Placed on 
American Goods. 


Constantinople, Jan. 7 
P.).—Without waiting for instruc- 
tions from Washington, the Ameri- 
can embassy has lost no time in fil- 
‘ing a protest with the Turkish gov- 
ernment against what it feels is un- 
warranted discrimination. Recent 
Turkish legislation’ has placed a tax 
on commodities imported from the 
United States amounting to eight 
times the customs duty assessed on 
merchandise from countries which 
have signed commercial treaties 
with Turkey. It is against the im- 
position of such duties that the 
American embassy protests. 

It is not believed that Turkey’s 
move has been made with the inten- 
tien of forcing ratification of the 
Lausanne treaty, but to increase the 
country’s revenue, and incidentally 
to penalize nations which have re- 
frained from negotiating. commer- 
cial treaties with Turkey. 

American imports by Turkey ap- 
proximate $7,000,000 annually, 
chiefly automobiles, oil, agricutural 
implements and flour. 

Several European powers are ex- 
pected to make similar protests.

DEMOCRATS ASSAIL 
ATTITUDE OF HOOVER 


Declare He Is Engaging in 
Propoganda; Point to Mo- 
nopolies in America. 


(By the Associated Press.) 


Continuing with its investigation 
of the British control of the crude 
rubber supply and other foreign 
monopolies, the House commerce 
committee today received testimony 
from a number of representatives 
of the American rubber industry. 

Meanwhile, in the House, the 
advisability of the investigation was 
questioned by several Democratic 
members, Representatives Black, of 
New York, and Connally, of Texas, 
both asserting that the committee 
should turn its attention to mono- 
polies in this country over which 
Congress has legislative power. 

Secretary Hoover’s position 


to ‘‘propaganda plus,’’ in the opinion 
of Mr. Black, who charged. that 
American tire companies were 
“‘sicking the faithful Hoover on the 
British lion just when they are 
about to inflate prices.”’ 

Mr. Connally advised the commit- 
tee to take a look at ‘‘the trusts that 
are running between its legs’’ and 
not spend all its energies attacking 
foreign monopolies. 

Another Democrat, Representa- 
ttive Celler, also of New York, as- 
serted that Mr. Hoover ‘has ranted 
and railed against the British, and 
yet has encouraged monopolies in 
this country.”’ 

F. A. Sieberling, president of the 
Sieberling Rubber Co., of Akron, 
Ohio, told the committee that 
Great Britain could ‘‘squeeze us to 
death overnight’ if it desired to 
press the advantage of its control 
over crude rubber. 


Americans Face Big Loss. 


W. O. Rutherford, vice president 
of the B. F. Goodrich Co., of Ak- 
ron, testified that American rubber 
manufacturers were certain to suf- 
fer a loss of millions of dollars 
when the inevitable crash comes in 
rubber prices, but desired market 
stability even at such a cost. 

A. L. Viles, general manager of 
the Rubber Association of America, 
held that the solution of the rub- 
ber plan lay in an increased produc- 
tion outside British jurisdiction, 
suggesting the Philippines as a 
potential source. 

A committee of British dealers 
which visit@@ this country soon after 
the Stevenson act, on which the 
monopoly is based, went into effect 
November 1, 1922, “broke its 
word,’’ Mr. Sieberling said, by re- 
fusing to control rapidly mounting 
prices by releasing greater supplies. 
Despite protests of American man- 
ufacturers for more than = six 
months, he added, no relief had ap- 
peared until the recent indication 
that supplies would be increased 
February 1. 

Sir Robert Horne was “talking 
childishly’’ when he said the bal- 
loon tire demand was chiefly re- 
sponsible for higher prices, Mr. 
Sieberling continued, holding the 
Stevenson act almost wholly respon- 
sible for this condition. 

Government loans to private cor- 
porations for planting at least 
1,000,000 acres to rubber in the 
Philippines, the witness said, would 
provide the only solution promis- 
ing eventual satisfaction in this 
country. Removal by the Philip- 
pine legislature of restrictions upon 
importation of labor and upon the 
amount of land one corporation may 
control, however, was necessary, he 
declared, even to begin such proj- 
ects. , 

Deny Huge Holdings. 

Cooperative buying, in his opin- 
ion, would be successful only if 
made compulsory, because of  in- 
tense competition. The advantages 
of reclamation of used rubber are 
increasing, he said, but this pro- 
duct offers slight immediate we- 
lief for more than a few of the 
30,000 articles made from rubber, 
because of inferior quality. 

Denial that manufacturers in 
this country are holding large 
stocks of the crude product, bought 
at™kigh market levels, and would 
oppose any immediate price reduc- 
tion, was made by, Mr. Viles, in 
/ response to questions by several 
members of the committee.

Give Each Officer Running 
Mates in Other Corps. 


WOULD RAISE DENTISTS 


Staff corps officers of the navy 
will be promoted side by side with 
officers of the line and the age old 


feud between these two classes 
will be ended if the equalization 
bill sent to Congress yesterday 
with the approval of the Navy De- 
partment becomes a law. 

The bill would establish the 
ranks of commander and captain 
in the dental corps, where at pres- 
ent the highest grade is lieutenant 
commander, It sets up rules for 
establishing the line of precedence 
of all officers and provides that all 
acting chaplains when reaching the 
rank of lieutenant shall be com- 
missioned as chaplains. 

In equalizing the promotions of 
line and staff officers the Dill 
abolishes all numbers and_ per- 
centages established by prior acts 
and provides that each line offi- 
cer shall have a running mate 
among the officers of each of the 
several staff corps who will ad- 
vance with him when he is ad- 
vanced in grade. This provision 
does not apply in the rank of rear 
admiral where the present cus- 
tom would obtain. 

It provides that a staff officer 
shall be eligible for consideration 
by a promotion selection board 
when his ‘‘running mate,’’ or an 
officer junior to his running mate, 
has been recommended for promo- 
tion. . The staff officer’s running 
mate would be the officer in the 
line whose commission service: be- 
gan the same time as his own. The 
bill would make the staff officer 
eligible for promotion if upon 
passage of the act his running 
mate already has been! moved to 
the next higher grade. It would 
set up a selection board to name 
such officers. 

It further provides that the ratio 
of officers promoted to those eligi- 
ble for promotion must be the same 
in the line and the staff. Thus if 
100 line officers were eligible for 
promotion and 10 were promoted, 
1 out of every 10 eligible staff 
officers of the same qualifications 
would receive promotion.

“RFourth. A board of mediation 
is created, to consist of five mem- 
bers appointed by the President by 


and with the advice and consent of 
the Senate, with the duty to inter- 
vene, at the request of either party, 
or on its own motion, in any un- 
settled labor dispute—-whether it 
be a grievance or a difference as 
to the interpretation or application 
of agreements not decided in con- 
ference or by the appropriate ad- 
justment board, or a dispute over 
changes in rates of pay, rules or 
working conditions not adjusted in 
conference between the _ parties. 
If it is unable to bring about an 
amicable adjustment between the 
parties, it is required to make an 
effort to induce them to consent to 
arbitration. 

“Fifth. Boards of arbitration are 
provided for, when both parties 
consent to arbitrate, also the 
method of selecting members of the 
boards and the arbitration proce- 
dure. Any award’'made by the ar- 
bitrators shall be filed in the appro- 
priate district court of the United 
States and shall become a judg- 
ment of the court, binding upon 
the parties. 

“Sixth. In the possible event that

SOCCER SCIENCE 


By a Former Coach in the British Army. 
AFTER BREAKING THROUGH 


Although it ' may 
be true. that half the 
battle is won after 


you have broken 
through and are in a 
position to shoot, 
that last half, the 
barrier reared by a 
skilled goalkeeper, is 
a very big half. 


Many a goal has ‘been 
scored by  out-think- 
ing the goalkeeper. 


The natural ten- 
dency of a player 
with the ball, after he 
has broken hrough, 
is to shoot directly at 
the goal. He forgets 


that a straight goal is 
the easiest for the 
goal-keeper to handle, 
as the latter is usually 
in position for it.

Maj. Edwin B. Hesse, super- 
{ntendent of police, is prepared to 
answer charges of Director of Traf- 
fic M. O. Eldridge, it developed yes- 
terday. The police chief refused to 
engage in a controversy with the 
traffic director, confining himself to 
saying: “Shoo, fly, don’t bother 
me.’’ 

It became known, however, that, 
anticipating such an attack as was 
made by Director Eldridge in his 
letter to Senator Arthur Capper, 
complaining of lack of police co- 
operation in traffic affairs, Maj. 
Hesse has for several days been 
gathering statistics showing that he 
has issued a large number of gen- 
eral and special orders on traffic, 
that his men have made thousands 
of arrests and obtained many con- 
victions and that he has even trans- 
ferred police officials and privates, 
to please. Mr. Eldridge. 

The traffic director took pains 
yesterday to disclaim that he had 
intended, in his letter to Senator 
Capper, any reflection on high police 
officials, Commissioner Fenning or 
the District board of commis- 
sioners. 

“How about your statement in 
the letter that ten policemen had 


been assigned downtown on park- 
ing cases and had been withdrawn 
from that service after a _ short 
time?’’ he was asked. 

“That shouldn’t have been said,’’ 
he replied. 

‘But you did say it in your let- 
ter, did you not?” 

“The letter never was intended 
for publication,’”’ said Eldridge. 

“What police do you wish to cri- 
ticize?’’ he was asked. 

“The numerous ones who walk 
about the city and see many traffic 
violations without making arrests,’’ 
he said. 

Commissioner Fenning refused 
to discuss the matter. Asked if he 
had conferred with Mr. Eldridge 
during the day, he answered: 

“Yes, I talked with him and As- 
sistant Corporation Counsel Ring- 
gold Hart about drafting an all- 
night parking regulation.”’ 

As though in answer to Traffic| 
Director Eldridge’s charge of non-| 
cooperation, police of the First pre- | 
cinct yesterday made 90 arrests for | 
violations of the traffic laws. Only 
three arrests were made for other 
than traffic violations.

Hurried work yesterday resulted 
in whipping the rule into shape for 
consideration by the board, but the 
draft was enshrouded in secrecy. 


After a conference with Commis- 
sioner Fenning and Traffic Director 


iM. O. Eldridge, Assistant Corpora- 


tion Counsel Ringgold Hart drew 
the regulation and sent it to Mr. 
Eldridge. 

The latter said he had writter 
the rule, but must submit it to the 
corporation counsel’s office before 
finally approving it. He said it 
would be reported to the commis- 
sioners today. Commissioner Fen- 
ning said he did not know whether 
it would come up today, but he ex- 
pected to submit it at an early 
meeting of the board. 

Director Eldridge denied having 
said to any representatives that he 
was not in favor of the all-night 
parking ban, as stated by mnembers 
of Congress Wednesday. He said 
he was in favor of making such a 
regulation operative at a time so 
far in the future as to give every 
one a chance to find garage space. 
He said he would put such a date in 
the rule, but had not decided, at the 
close of office hours yesterday, 
what date he would name. 

Interest was expressed in District 
building corridors and offices as to 
whether Commissioners Rudolph 
and Bell would yote with Commis- 
sioner Fenning for the new regula- 
tion.

No one would say in the District 
building whether an appeal will be 
taken from a decision yesterday by 
Judge John P. MeMahon declaring 


null and void the traffic regulation 
seeking to control the crossing of 
streets by pedestrians. 

Judge McMahon dismissed the 
cases against James W. Grant and 
Edward Glassford, holding that ‘‘no 
power has been vested in the direc- 
tor of traffic to control movements 
of pedestrians at crosswalks.’’ 

There was a general air of relief 
in the murmicipal building that the 
rule had been judicialy frowned 
upon, except in the offices of Di- 
rector of Traffic. Eldridge, Commis- 
sioner Frederick A. Fenning and 
Corporation Counsel Francis H. 
Stephens. 


Decision Law Unless Upset. 


The latter will be called upon to 
defend the validity of the rule in 
case of appeal. Mr. Stephens was 
in court, but his assistant, Ring- 
gold Hart, said Judge McMahon’s 
decision was the law unless upset 
by an appeal. 

Mr. Eldridge said he did not 
know whether an appeal would be 
taken, but that he hoped so. Com- 
missioner Fenning said: 

“Tl have no comment to make.” 

The case disposed of by Judge 
McMahon was dismissed on the 
merits of the case and therefore 
the District has no appeal in that 
proceeding. The question remains 
whether a new case will be brought 
with a view to expecting Judge 
McMahon to quash the informa- 
tion, so that the question of valid- 
ity may be taken to the District 
Court of Appeals. 


Hesse Ready to Enforce Law. 


Maj. and Supt. of Police Edwin 
B. Hesse said he had been pre- 
pared, in case the McMahon deci- 
sion should have upheld validity of 
the regulation, to proceed to en- 
force it with as many policemen as 
necessary. 

Judge McMahon’s ruling said 
that it was not to be understood 
that there was no power elsewhere 
to control pedestrian traffic, only 
that Director Eldridge hasn’t it. 
This led to speculation as to 
whether the District board of com- 
missioners would seek to repass 
the rule without a recommendation 
from Eldridge. None of the com- 
missioners had considered the mat- 
ter, they said.

GRADE CROSSING BILL 
IN CONGRESS TODAY 


Measure Calls for Construc- 
tion of Viaduct Over B. & 0. 
at Michigan Avenue. 


The District commissioners are 
expected to send to Congress to- 
day a bill to authorize elimination 


of the Michigan avenue grade cross- 
ing at University station of the 
Baltimore & Ohio railroad north- 
east, the District to pay all of the 
expense not borne by the railroad 
without Federal aid. 

As first drafted, the bill pro- 
vided for the railroad to pay haif 
the expense, the remainder to be 
divided, 60 per cent by the Dis- 
trict and 40 per cent by the guvern- 
ment. 

In this form the measure was 
submitted to the bureau of the 
budget, which approved it, striking 
out the 60-40 arrangement, and 
conditioning its approval on the 
District alone bearing half the ex- 
pense. The commissioners, it is 
said, will agree to the change, in 
order to get the dangerous cross- 
ing abolished. 

It is proposed to make the new 
crossing a viaduct instead of a sub- 
way. The total cost is estimated 
at $275,000.
